Wealth Told in Autos

in Ten Years Alberta’s Registration 
Increased by 54,000 

When some blue ruin artise stands 
up and tells you that Alberta fs not 
what [t used to be, fust tell him that 
today Alberta's «automobile registra- 
tlon exceeds 64,000 whereas In 1916, or 
ten short years ago, it was less than 
10,000. 

The value of the automobiles driv- 
ing the roads and tho city streets of 
Alberta today is $60,000,000. The 
money to buy Llose cars has been pro- 
duced in Alberta. 

The annual bill for keeping these 
automobiles golng is, at a conserva 
tive estimate of $25 per month per 
car, $19,200,000 or $7,000,000 more than 
the provincial budget of expenditure. 

The depreelation upon these cars, at 
$200 each, adds another $12,300,000 to 
the bill, making a total automobile bill 
of $32,000,000 annually besides the 
money expended for the purchase of 
new cars. Last year 11,000 new cars 
were added to the Alberta list at a 
valuation of $14,000,000, so that in 
1926 our total automobile expenditure 
reached $43,000,000.—-Lethbridge Her:

Canada's birth rate leads all the 
white races of the world, according 
10 a close study made here of com- 
parative figures, Canada’s birth 
rite is 23.4 to the thousand, and 
Australia comes next with 23.2, 
England and Wales fall slightly be- 
low France with 18.8. 


“The manufacturing industry is 
moving west,” says J. E. Walsh, 
General Manager of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association. “The 
increase in prairie industries shows 
this. We are having the same ex- 
perience here as they had in the 
United States. The Prairie Pro- 
vinces are fast becoming industrial- 


ized.” 


A gold medal awarded to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway in recogni- 
tion of the excellence of its exhibits 
at the Canadian Exhibition recently 
held in Toronto, was received at 
headquarters of the system here to- 
day. Similar medals have also been 
awarded to the Dominion and Pro- 
yincial Governments and to a lim.
